Greetings, 

We at Ethnic Studies Now submitted our recommendation to the CA HSS FW on February 29th, 
supported by hundreds of signatories, including several leading scholars of Ethnic Studies 
throughout the state and country, however on the 3/24 Summary of Action table which was 
released we see that our submission was marked NSER (no specific edit requested). To clarify 
our recommendations made on February 29th (within the original window for comments), we 
offer these specific line edits, which we are hopeful may be accepted by the Commission, and 
present in the subsequent revision/finalization of the HSS Framework: 

Our first recommendation is for Chapter 14, p.412, lines 641-642, after "...a more complex 
understanding of the human experience": 

"This understanding relates to student knowledge of the concepts of indigeneity, 
colonization, hegemony, and social justice, as they have occurred throughout history 
and today". 

Our second recommendation is that these concepts be re-emphasized in Chapter 14, p. 413- 
414, lines 668-669, after "co-investigators in the inquiry process". 

"This reflection of instructors and students' own personal histories should be 
considerate of how the concepts of indigeneity, colonization, hegemony, and social 
justice, relate to their own ancestral legacies as historically situated human beings". 

Ethnic Studies Now Coalition has led the movement in school districts across the state of 
California, to offer thousands of students access to Ethnic Studies courses, we work diligently 
for this cause, and we humbly offer you these specific recommendations. Supporters of these 
specific recommendations include leading voices in the field of Ethnic Studies including 
Christine Sleeter, Sonia Nieto, Angela Valenzuela, Ishmael Reed, Daniel Solorzano, Dolores 
Delgado Bernal, Jeff Duncan-Andrade, Ernest Morrell, Rodolfo Acuna, Valerie Ooka Pang, Tara 
Yosso, Django Paris, Melina Abdullah, and many more.
